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Fatal Accident Leads to Burglary Investigation

A pair of automobile crashes 
within moments of one another 
last Thursday morning left one 


Columbia man dead and one 
New York man under 
investigation for the recent 
burglary of Garnett Baker’s 
Portland home. 


At around 9 a.m. last 
Thursday morning, Robert 
Salinas, 29, was traveling south 
on Hudson Street in a 2002 
Chevrolet Cavalier that he had 


purchased just moments before 
from an automobile dealer on 
Greensburg Road. As he neared 
Don Franklin Ford, Salinas 
inexplicably left the roadway 
and struck two vehicles parked 
in front of the dealership, 
causing one of the parked 
vehicles to overturn before 
Salinas’ car came to rest against 
the brick wall in front of the 
business. 

“We don’t know why he ran 
off the road,” Det. Tracy 
McCarol of the Columbia Police 
Dept. says. “There weren’t any 
skid marks on the road or 
anything to measure, we just 
know he left the roadway.” 

After being initially trapped 
inside the vehicle, Salinas was 
removed by non-mechanical 
means and transported to 
Westlake Regional Hospital 
where he was pronounced dead 
by Adair County Coroner Todd 
Akin. 

“Speed was definitely a factor 
in the collision,” McCarol says. 
“We don’t know how fast he 
was going, but there was a lot of 


force needed to flip a vehicle 
and do the damage that 
occurred. Force is mass times 
speed, and Salinas’ vehicle 
didn’t have a lot of mass, so 
there must have been a lot of 
speed.” 

Moments before, Salinas had 
told the automobile dealer from 
which he bought the Chevrolet 
that he was heading to Wal-Mart 
to buy a television. No cell 
phone or other distractions were 
found in the car, but Salinas did 
have a substantial amount of 
cash on his person, which would 
soon be linked to another 
accident. 

During the initial response to 
the Salinas accident, Adair 
County Sheriff’s Deputy B.J. 
Bray was assisting Columbia 
PD with traffic control when he 
received a call about another 
accident on Greensburg Road. 

The operator of the single car

Stephen Pumphrey grew up in Hope, Indiana, but says he’s 
always felt more at home in Adair County, where he spent 
summers as a youngster. Naturally then, when Pumphrey 
began work on his first novel, a Christian fiction book, he 
chose Adair County as the setting. 

“Part of the premise of the book came about because, at the 
beginning, I was going to write a short story about my time in 
Adair County when I was really young,” Pumphrey says. “Out 
of that, God kind of said, ‘you’ve got more of a story to tell.’” 

Dubbed “Red Lick Pilgrim,” Pumphrey’s work focuses on 
faith, and the various forms it can take along one’s spiritual 
journey. The journey itself is another theme of Pumphrey’s 
book, and he uses a colorful cast of characters to illustrate the 
different points along the way. 

“It’s a journey that the main character goes on, and each one 
of the characters in the book are at different places in their 
faith journey,” Pumphrey says. “Some are just sort of starting 
theirs. Some of them have this faith but don’t really have a 
good definition of what that is yet.”

An Old Tragedy 
Recalled 



Dulworth Post Office: Francis M. Hubbard was 
the first postmaster at Dulworth, appointed 15 
February 1901. His successors were: Samuel L. 
Bault, appointed 24 December 1902 (Sam Bault 
died in January 1912, aged about 35, while still 
serving as postmaster); Peter C. Stubbs, 4 May 
1912; William B. Dulworth, 30 April 1914; James P. 
Harden, 19 April 1918; George W. Pike, 14 July 
1928; Edgar Beard, 8 November 1930; Ben H. Pike, 
29 March 1931; Ben T. Harden, 10 September 1931. 
The post office was discontinued as of 30 
November 1936, with mail delivery to Columbia. 
Dulworth post office was named for one of the 
community with this name. 

James A. Dulworth, who was from the area of 
what would become Dulworth, and his brother, 
William, were leaders in the ginseng propagation 
movement of the early 1900s in Adair County. Their 
family was the reason for the naming of the office. 
William Dulworth lived and farmed near old Mt. 
Carmel. 

James A. Dulworth married in 1888 to Sidney B. 
Christie, daughter of Captain Christopher Columbus 
Christie, of Camp Knox, Green County, and resided 
there for many years. The Christies, and later Mr. 
Dulworth, operated a store at Camp Knox for many 
years. He was also a livestock trader and farmer, 
and owned one of the first tractors in his area. 
William B. Dulworth married Bettie J. Christie in 
1892. 

A serious movement for a turnpike from the Adair 
County line near Camp Knox, to Greensburg began 
in earnest in 1906. This road would have connected 
with the Columbia-Campbellsville turnpike. James 
Dulworth was one of the original group who spoke 
for this road and was elected to the Board of 
Directors and then made president of the Green 
County Turnpike Company in 1907. 

He was nominated by the Republican party in 
August 1909 to represent Green and Taylor 


Counties in the Kentucky Legislature. 

The Caney Fork Beef Company, located on Caney 
Fork, near Coburg, was established in 1905 or so. 
Mr. J.A. Dulworth was the principal butcher, doing 
the processing in exchange for the hides and tallow. 

David Dulworth, who played football for Lindsey 
Wilson in 1915, was featured in a front page Adair 
County News article with photograph in April 1916. 
He was a son of Mr. and Mrs. J.A. Dulworth, of 
Camp Knox, Green County. In 1915, as student at 
Lindsey Wilson, he was the champion football 
player, the team winning every game that season. 
David “went South” and had developed into a 
successful wrestler and had bouts with 
professionals, holding his own. He met Frank 
Hartley, an English Champion, in the Paramount 
Theater in Winston-Salem, NC, and defeated him. 
He broke an arm which curtailed his athletic 
progress. In 1918 David married Louella Durham, 
of Greensburg. 

Curious Indian Relic Found 

G.A. Harvey was in town Monday and brought 
with him an Indian relic which he found a few days 
ago in the “flat woods” about 7 miles from town. It 
was a granit[e] stone, two inches thick five inches in 
diameter and had a basin cut in each side. It was 
highly polished, both in the basins and on the 
outside. For what purpose it was used no one 
seemed to know... [Adair County News, June 1905] 

Miss Lois Holladay was in the News office last 
Thursday, in company with her mother, and 
exhibited a Spanish silver dollar dated 1778. The 
coin shows who was King of Spain at the time it 
went from the mint. It is valued very highly by Miss 
Lois, as she received it as a birthday present from 
her father, who found it in the public road near the 
gate which enters into Mr. [?] P. Dunbar’s premises, 
during the Civil Waroforty years ago. [Adair 
County News, July 1905] 

The claim of the Columbia Baptist Church against 
the Government amounting to over $500 has been 
allowed and Mr. James Garnett notified that the 
money would be paid at an early day. This is paid 
for the use of the church building for a hospital and 
for damages to the property by U.S. soldiers while 
so occupied in war times. [Adair County News, 
February 1905] 

Looking Back from the last issue, concerning the 
old story of the Burk deaths, created quite a bit of 
feedback. Several have contacted me about the 
location of the house. I will have to a bit more 
research and the answer, when found, will be found 
here. Thanks for the interest everyone! MW

provided to eligible indi¬ 
viduals. 

With the use of these 
limited-time vouchers, the 
cost of a full GED® test 
will be only $40. The regu¬ 
lar cost of the full battery 
of GED® testing modules 
is $120, so this represents 
an $80 savings to test tak¬ 
ers. 

“We are really excited 
for the opportunity for eli¬ 
gible adults to take each 
GED® test module for just 
$10,” said LeAnna 
Bennett, Assistant Program 
Director, Adair County 
Adult Education. “We 
encourage everyone to 
spread the word about this 
promotion. It will only last 
as long as vouchers are 
available from KYAE, so 
people need to come in as 
soon as possible.” 

The current version of 
the GED® test was 
launched by the GED 
Testing Service in January 
2014. The test, which is 
computer-based, consists 
of four modules: 
Reasoning Through Lan¬ 
guage Arts, Mathematical 


Reasoning, Science and 
Social Studies. This test 
allows for individual con¬ 
tent modules to be taken 
one at time. According to 
Bennett, approximately 
2506 adult residents of 
Adair County lack high 
school credentials. 

“We know that passing 
the GED® test opens doors 
to the future by helping 
adults prepare for college 
and job training and to get 
better jobs,” said Bennett.

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out, and everyone did their part 
to make this fair a success.” 

The most noticeable and sig¬ 
nificant change to this year’s 
fair was the presence of a new 
midway carnival. After the 
decision of longtime Adair 
County Fair carnival, Meyers 
International Midways, to not 
tour in 2014, Alabama’s 
Dixeland Carnival Company 
provided the midway rides, 
games and entertainment for 
this summer. 

“Overall it was a very pleas¬ 
ing carnival,” Thomas says. 
“We knew about Dixieland 
before they got here—we had 
visited some of their carnivals 
and researched them online, 
and they did a great job. 

“There were lots of rides 
added for smaller children, 
which we heard a lot of posi¬ 
tive feedback about, and there 
were compliments on both the 
workers and how clean the 
overall carnival was. I assume 
we’ll be talking to them about 
being back next year.” 

Beyond the carnival, 
changes to the weekly fair 
schedule, as well as the addi¬ 
tion of new events like 
Thursday night’s Mister and 
Miss Sunshine Pageant for 
developmentally disabled con¬ 
testants, were an overall posi¬ 
tive for the 2014 Fair. 

“It’s hard to compare nights 
from one year to the next 
because of the changes in 
schedules, and we know that 
certain events and nights are 
going to draw more, but over¬ 
all attendance was up by more 
than 1,000 during the week,” 
Thomas explains. “Our week¬ 
ends are always big because 
people don’t have to worry 
about work the next morning, 
and the demolition derby on 
Saturday night, along with our 
money giveaways, are always 
a big draw.” 

In all, Thomas estimates 
5,000 people were on the 
grounds Saturday night alone, 
with more than 4,500 paid 
attendees that night. That num¬ 
ber is up from the 3,900 paid 
customers on Saturday night 
one year ago. 

“We were up 950 paid 
attendees during the week,” 
Thomas begins. “Then we had 
the Horse Show, which we 
couldn’t have last year due to 
weather, which brought in 
around 300 people, so that’s 
more than 1,200 more than last 
year just during the week.” 

With not only the weather, 
which was absent of rain and 
storms aside from a brief flare- 
up on Monday night, as well as 
attendance, events, and the car¬ 
nival all with strong showings, 
Thomas is quick to point out 
that the success of this and 
other fairs is to be shared 
among the volunteers and the 
community. 

“It takes a small army to put 
on a Fair,” he jokes. “We have 
40-something Jaycees, then we 
have people like Betty Smith 
and Anita Clark who are not 
members but work to put on 
pageants and other events, as 
well as people outside the 
organization that we pull in to 
help with certain things. Some 
even take vacation days or 
time off from work to come 
volunteer with the fair. 

“Then, we have to thank the 
community for coming out and 
supporting the fair. If they 
don’t attend, it doesn’t matter 
how good of a job we did. We 
pour every penny made back 
into the Fairgrounds so that we 
can maintain it and put on a 
fair next year. It’s really a total 
community effort.” 

As for next year, Thomas 
hints that some things are 
being discussed, and that one 
long-time favorite is expected 
to make a return, but says that 
with the next fair a year away, 
it’s too early to say anything 
for certain. 

“What we hope is that if the 
public has something they 
want to see added or changed, 
that they’ll let us know,” 
Thomas explains. “If it’s some¬ 
thing we think is possible, 
we’ll give it a try. The fair is 
an ongoing thing, and we work 
on it year round. We want to 
make people happy, because 
it’s there for the community.”

crash, Nathan Horton, a 
New York resident, told 
Deputy Bray that he did not 
know the address of the 
residence where he was cur¬ 
rently residing. After con¬ 
ducting a field sobriety test, 
which Horton passed, Bray 
took Horton home, hoping 
to retrieve the address from 
a mailbox or a neighbor, but 
when they arrived at the 
residence off Old Portland 
Road, Horton was con¬ 
fronted by neighbors about 
items they had found in 
bags on the side of the road. 

The items were suspected 
to have been stolen, and the 
neighbors had contacted the 
possible owners of the 
items. Horton denied any 
role in a potential theft, and 
stated that he was staying 
with friends in the area. 

“After making contact 
with the neighbors in the 
area, I called Detective 
McCarol,” Bray says. “We 
knew that both cars had 
temporary tags from the 
same auto dealer, and once 


the neighbors approached us 
about the burglary, we made 
the connection.” 

Horton said that he had 
been living in the area for 
about a year, and said that 
he and Salinas were 
acquaintances that had met 
not long ago. His expla¬ 
nation for the two accidents 
was that the pair had been 
up late the night before 
playing video games and 
must have both dozed off. 

Sheriff Harrison Moss 
then received a phone call 
from the Baker family, who 
told him that the property 
found belonged to them, 
that their residence had 
recently been broken into, 
and that a safe had been sto¬ 
len with a large sum of 
money inside. 

Deputy Bray responded to 
the scene to investigate the 
burglary, and located the 
stolen safe in the backyard 
of Salinas’ residence on 
Portland Road. The safe had 
been broken into, and its 
contents emptied, appar-

cntly corresponding with the 
large sum of cash found on 
Salinas after his accident. 
Bray attempted to make 
contact with someone in the 
residence, but was unable to 
do so. 

A search warrant was 
obtained for the Salinas 
residence, and both Sheriff 
Moss and Deputy Bray 
made entry into the house, 
where they discovered 
numerous pieces of property 
and a large sum of money 
that belonged to Mr. Garnett 
Baker. 

“The safe being located 
on Mr. Salinas’ property 
solidified the connection we 
made,” Bray says. 

No arrests were made and 
no charges were filed 
against Horton, but Bray 
says that officers are still 
gathering information. 

“We’re still investigating 
everything at this point, try¬ 
ing to make links,” Bray 
explains. “There are pieces 
we’re trying to connect right 
now.”

Are you tired of hearing about 
LeBron’s return to Cleveland yet? 

Before the news even broke, in the 
two weeks leading up to his 
decision, and really in the months 
before he officially opted out of his 
contract with the Miami Heat, 
when it started being floated as a 
possibility, writers and TV pundits 
analyzed the scenario until our ears rang and our eyes 
glossed. 

“It would be a chance for him to right the wrong of The 
Decision!” 

“He can bring a title to his hometown and be a hero in 
Ohio again!” 

“This gives him a chance/destroys his chance to be 
greater than Michael Jordan!” 

Slow down on that last one. Forget, for the sake of this 
column, how either you or I feel about LeBron James or 
Michael Jordan and where they rank on the list of all-time 
greats. I’m aware that most people generally regard MJ as 
the greatest, ahead of (in some order) Bird, Magic, Kareem, 
Russell, Oscar and Wilt. Some may add a name or two, 
some may take a few away, but that’s generally the list, and 
we generally agree that LeBron either already does, or 
someday will, find his name alongside those legends in the 
best ever talk. 

That’s fine, and that type of talk is some of the most 
interesting and passionate sports related discussion of all. It 
brings together generations of fans, it respects the long and 
complex history of the various sports, and it opens the door 
to reminiscing on each game’s incredible past and 
celebrating its dynamic future. Basketball, however, unlike 
any other sport, sees its discussion destroyed by that last 
plague of a quote a few paragraphs ago. 

“Greater than Jordan.” 

Normally, we all agree that that’s pretty much the goal of 
anyone trying to establish themselves as the best basketball 
player to ever live. The problem, however, is that “greater” 
than Jordan doesn’t simply require a player to have been 
more talented, to have accomplished more, or to have 
accumulated superior stats. No, Michael Jordan, unlike 
greats in the other sports, must not only be surpassed by a 
more gifted player, but he must be toppled in the same way 
his legacy was built. 

Follow along. Other sports simply look at the totality of 
the athlete’s accomplishment and use a mixture of their 
performance and the eye test to rank their all-time best. For 
the most part, basketball is no different. It’s only when it 
comes to MJ that someone must surpass the GOAT and can 
only do it in the same way Jordan did. 

A great player cannot simply be a great player. I’ve had 
this ‘best ever’ conversation with dozens of people, ranging 
from my best friends and family to strangers on the 
Internet, and when LeBron (or years ago, Kobe Bryant)’s 
name came up, there was always this shift in the 
discussion. It went from career stats, rings, and MVP 
awards to these intangible, unique qualities and facts about 
Jordan. 

I’m sure you’ve heard them, and probably even said 
them, too. They’ll tell you that Jordan never switched 
teams (because the Wizards don’t count, I guess). They’ll 
tell you Jordan participated in the dunk contest. They’ll tell 
you Jordan played with the flu or through cramps or with 
his leg broken in 83 places. They’ll tell you Jordan never 
passed on a shot with the game on the line, even if the right 
basketball play was to find an open teammate. 

What people want, or rather, demand, is another 6’6 
shooting guard who is a world class athlete, legendary 
dunker, tenacious defender, unstoppable scorer and 
incomparable competitor. They demand that the new GOAT 
look the same, play the same, conduct themselves the same 
in interviews, and make the same business decisions Jordan 
did. 

It’s partially the creation of the first generation to be 
raised on Sportscenter, and it’s partially a factor of this 
god-like status everyone from Nike to Gatorade to 
McDonald’s to Wheaties to Hanes has bestowed on 23. 
Even the number itself still adorns the jersey of kids who 
just picked up a basketball, and LeBron James himself shed 
the number in order to escape the cigar smoking shadow. 

Whatever the reason, being better than Jordan won’t cut 
it. The people are starving for MJ 2.0, a more incredible 
version of the man who built a sports television network, 
carried a shoe brand, and sold more sodium-filled sugary 
drinks than any human to ever live. 

So when LeBron chose to head back home to Akron last 
week, folks lined up along both sides of the aisle to, once 
again, debate his standing in the pantheon of the NBA. To 
some, switching teams again meant he could never top 
Jordan simply because Jordan never switched teams. To 
others, returning to his original team was a mature move 
that gave him a chance to redeem himself. To very few, 
neither decision actually factored into his accomplishments 
as a player. 

I had a poster of Kobe Bryant when I was a kid, and on 
the back was an interview with a young Kobe who said, “I 
don’t want to be the next Michael Jordan. I want to be the 
first Kobe Bryant.” 

While several players have said that of their MJ 
comparisons over the years, LeBron seems like the first 
contender to the throne that legitimately believes it. He 
doesn’t have to be the hero who shoots over four guys to 
hit the game winner. He doesn’t have to scowl at his 
competitors and act like Superman in post-game 
interviews. He doesn’t even have to wear the number 23. 
Let’s let LeBron James be LeBron James, and at the end of 
his career, see where his numbers and accomplishments 
stack up—without the prerequisite that they look exactly 
like Jordan.
